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Recommendation 1 The Committee recommends that the Town formally recognize the Lake as a valu- 
able and fragile recreational and environmental resource which requires special consideration, particularly 
when changes are being contemplated to the Lake or in the Lake watershed.

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The Lake represents a priceless scenic and recreational asset to the Town. Note that at the present time the Lake 
watershed is not densely developed. 


Recommendation 2 The Committee recommends that the Town adopt a basic policy that changes to the 
Lake or the Lake watershed will not be accepted, unless it can be clearly demonstrated that the change will not 
be detrimental to the Lake and its recreational uses. 


Recommendation 3 The Committee recommends that development levels in the Lake watershed be 
minimized. As a minimum current zoning densities of one dwelling unit per acre should not be exceeded. 


Recommendation 4 The Committee recommends that the Town should adopt a basic policy of prohibiting 
the direct discharge of any additional storm drainage systems to the Lake or to streams directly adjacent to the 
Lake. As an alternative discharge should be to wetlands in the watershed. 





In the past, storm drainage systems were designed to discharge directly into the Lake. 
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Wetlands surrounding the Lake shown here on a map 
play a strategic role in the Lake’s preservation. 





Recommendation 5 The Committee recommends that 
the Conservation Commission should initiate an accelerated 
program to purchase or acquire conservation easements 
over the major wetlands in the watershed comprising 
approximately 800 acres. 


Recommendation 6 The Committee recommends that 
the Town maintain a continuing periodic inspection of 
subsurface sewage disposal systems in critical areas of the 
Lake watershed (older systems, systems in wet areas or 
adjacent to brooks or ditches draining to the Lake). 


Recommendation 7 The Committee recommends that 
the Town continue monitoring and surveillance of the quality 
of the water in the Lake and feeder brooks with vigorous 
follow-up and enforcement. The Town should formally 
request state or federal water agencies to perform intensive 
surveys every three or four years to supplement the Town's 
evaluations. 


Recommendation 8 The Committee recommends that 


the solid waste disposal area on Mountain Street be relocated 
out of the Lake watershed. If this is not possible then special 


measures should be taken to ensure that water runoff from the 
area is not polluted before draining to the Lake. 


Polluted water from the 
solid waste disposal area flows to the Lake. 





Recommendation 9 The Committee recommends that the Town carry out a weed cutting and removal, or 
drawdown and removal program in order to reduce the weed population. 





Recommendation 10 The Committee recommends that the water level of the Lake be maintained at 
maximum practicable water level at all times in order to limit light penetration thereby reducing weed growth. 
An operating policy for Lake levels on a monthly basis should be established and maintained consistent with 


protection. of downstream water uses and flood control.

In 1976, the Selectmen were faced with challenges in a number of areas 
relative to town government. From collective bargaining with town em- 
ployees to increasing fiscal demands imposed by the Commonwealth upon 
the Town to the prospect of massive development in the area between Bay 
Road and Mountain Street, the Selectmen met with the concerned parties 
to try to solve the problems in the best interest of the Town. The report of 
the Selectmen can only select highlights that summarize the accomplish- 
ments in the past year. The reports of other departments, boards, and 
committees will give a more in-depth and detailed review of the year 1976 
in the Town of Sharon. 

In April, Colleen M. Tuck, the winner in a close election, was sworn in 
as a member of the Board of Selectmen. Mrs. Tuck is the first woman in 
the history of the Town to serve in the position. 


Collective Bargaining 

Throughout 1976, the Selectmen were engaged in collective bargaining 
with the three groups of public employees under their leadership. Early in 
the year the Selectmen came to final agreements with both the Sharon 
Policeman’s Association and the public works employees. The police 
signed a two-year pact retroactive to July 1, 1975. The public works 
employees signed a three-year agreement retroactive to July 1, 1975. 

Beginning in March of this year, the Selectmen engaged in negotiations 
with the local representatives of the International Association of Fire- 
fighters. Bargaining continued well into October until an agreement was 
finally reached. At a special town meeting on October 18, the townspeople 
voted overwhelmingly to fund the new two-year contract with the 
firemen. 


Sharon Tennis Club 

Twice during the year questions arose concerning the operation of the 
Sharon Tennis Club. The Club, organized and operated by a group of local 
citizens, limited membership to prevent overcrowding of the facilities. 
Because the Club is located on town-owned property, the issue of 
exclusion of town residents from town-owned property came before the 
Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen resolved the dispute by drawing up 
and signing a lease with the Club including a condition of that lease for 
payment to the Town by the Club of 10% of the money taken in in yearly 
dues. Also it was agreed that all new members will be residents of Sharon 
and by attrition, non-residents will no longer be members. The Board of 


Selectmen feels they have cleared up the problem in the best interests of 
both the Town and the Club. 


Applications for Federal Funding 

In September, President Ford signed the Public Works Act providing for 
federal funding of certain public works projects based on such things as 
the area’s unemployment rate compared to the national average and the 
ratio of labor to materials cost of the projects. The intent was to provide 
federal money for the immediate construction of projects involving a great 
deal of labor in areas hard hit by unemployment. 

With the Sacred Heart dormitory building standing vacant and the 
police station under-spaced, the decision to move police operations to the 
Sacred Heart Building was made. The Selectmen decided to apply for the 
funds to accomplish this conversion under the Public Works Act. 

In order to do so, however, the Selectmen needed $2,000 to secure 
preliminary architectural plans. In late October, the Board filed a transfer 
request with the Warrant Committee for the necessary funds. With the 
Warrant Committee’s approval, plans were drawn and the application was 
completed. 

At the same time, the Selectmen approved and endorsed the Library 
Addition Committee’s application for federal funding. With the deadline 
for submission of applications only days away the decision was made to 
send both applications to Philadelphia by special messenger. Early in 
December both were hand-delivered to the offices of the Economic 
Development Administration. A decision is not expected until sometime 
early in 1977. 


Liquor Licenses 

As a result of the favorable vote on the referendum question on the 
November ballot, the Board of Selectmen was given the authority to issue 
liquor licenses to restaurants or function rooms with seating for one 
hundred or more people. Selectmen had endorsed and supported passage 
of the referendum so that those function rooms which already were 
serving liquor could be completely and legally sanctioned. 

Due to the serious nature of this issue, the Board of Selectmen, in 
conjunction with Town Counsel Manuel Katz, began an intensive review of 
not only Massachusetts General Laws relating to the issuance of liquor 
licenses, but also all the rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. The issue was further compli- 
cated by the fact that the authority to issue the licenses is only temporary 
until the question is favorably voted on in each of the next two successive 
bi-ennial elections. 

Although at year’s end no licenses had been issued, the Selectmen 
intend to move positively, but cautiously in this very sensitive area. 

As in past years, the Board of Selectmen wishes to express its 
appreciation for the the cooperation of all the departments, boards and 


committees in the Town government during the past year. In particular the 
Selectmen wish to thank all those responsible for the Fourth of July 
festivities and all other related activities for making the Bicentennial year a 
truly memorable one in Sharon.

to small children. Such enclosure, including gates therein, must be 
not less than four (4) feet above the underlying ground; all gates 
must be self-latching with latches placed four (4) feet above the 
underlying ground or otherwise made inaccessible from the outside 
to small children. 
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SECTION 3. Permits 
No swimming pool shall be constructea, installed, enlarged, or 
altered until a building permit has been obtained.” 


MOVED that the Town authorize the Selectmen to petition 
the General Court to enact the following Act: 


An Act providing that members of the police department of the town 
of Sharon shall not be subject to the civil service law and further 
regulating the appointment of members of the police department of 
said town. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General

SECTION 1. Notwithstanding any contrary provision of law, 
appointments to the police department of the town of Sharon shall 
not be subject to the civil service law and rules; provided, however, 
that any person appointed to said department who serves therein for 
a period of three consecutive years may continue to serve until he 
reaches age sixty-five unless sooner incapacitated by physical or

ARTICLE 22. Underground Electrical Services 


SECTION 1. Material 
All residential underground electrical services from the public utility 
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supply point or handhole to the meter enclosure of the building shall 
be installed within a rigid metal galvanized conduit, approved by 
Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., or non-metallic conduit so 
approved, suitable for underground installation, having a minimum 
inside diameter of at least three inches (3”) or such other diameter 
as may be necessary for the service intended. 


SECTION 2. Installation 

The conduit shall have all necessary sweep bends to make it one 
continuous unit free from blockages. It shall be buried to a depth of 
not less than twenty-four inches (24”) below the surface of the 
ground and covered with at least four inches (4’’) of sand. If there is 
less than twenty-four inches (24’’) of cover over the conduit, it shall 
be incased in at least two inches (2”) of concrete. Prior to 
backfilling, the completed installation shall be inspected and 
approved by the Town of Sharon wiring inspector.”’

expenses and recording fees.

STATE AND NATIONAL ELECTION 
November 2, 1976 


Pursuant to the provisions of the Warrant of October 21, 1976, the 
inhabitants of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections, met in 
the Sharon High School Gymnasium at 6 o’clock a.m., Tuesday, November 
2, 1976. The meeting was called to order by Katherine P. Neault, Warden, 
who also read the call and return of the Warrant. Reading of the remainder 
of the Warrant was waived by unanimous consent. Ballot boxes were 
shown to be empty, registering zero, boxes locked and keys delivered to 
Joseph Cuneo, Police Officer of the day. The election officers were sworn. 

At 8 o’clock p.m. the polls were declared closed and 359 absentee 
ballots were voted. Total votes: Precinct 1 - 1845; Precinct 2 - 1852; 
Precinct 3 - 1895; Precinct 4 - 1711; Total - 7303. The ballots were 
canvassed according to law by an electronic vote-counting machine, results 
transcribed on tally sheets and declaration made by Harold Jackson at 
1:15 a.m. as follows:

BUDGET — NEGOTIATIONS 

The close of the year 1976 brought with it the completion of 
negotiations with the Sharon Teachers’ Association. These negotiations 
were conducted for more than a year in lengthy and difficult deliberative 
sessions. 


Because the salary and wage items represent by far the largest segment 
of the budget, negotiations with all groups of employees are central to a 
control on budget growth. Since professional salaries make up the largest 
portion of the salary and wage items in the budget, prudent control here 
required a sincere concern for a balance between a fair and equitable salary 
schedule for our teachers and the ability of the town to fund these costs. 
As a result of negotiation, mediation, fact-finding, and further mediation, 
agreement was reached with the Sharon Teachers’ Association on a 
two-year contract. This contract provides for salary increases of five per 
cent in each of two years. Agreement was also reached on many other 
issues which were subject to negotiation with the teachers. 

Because of negotiated increases in the salary and wage settlement with 
all six employee groups, continued escalation in the cost of supplies and 
materials, especially fuel and utilities, the budget continued to increase. 


This increase also reflected an additional expense for building and 
grounds maintenance and a substantial increase in the cost of providing 
services required by statute for children with special needs. Our requested 
audit of expenses for these services for the fiscal year 1975 substantially 
supported our claim for that year. Reimbursement for these expenditures 
continues to be unclear. One thing is certain here, however. As monies are 
made available for partial reimbursement in the area of services for 
children with special needs, less money is available from _ the 
Commonwealth for general distribution under Chapter 70 of the General 
Laws. 

The Budget Analysis Committee completed a report on the budget in 
terms of program costs. This report enabled us and our fellow citizens to 
better understand the cost implications of the various programs which are 
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funded through the school budget. It is planned to continue the study and 
report in the future. 


ENROLLMENT 

Student enrollment continues to show a downward trend. Our 
enrollment of 3420 students, as of October 1, 1976, reflected a decrease 
from last year of 78 students. The spread of this decline did not permit a 
further reduction of staff during this year. Fewer classes at maximum size 
in Grades K-6 was the only result of this enrollment decline during this 
year. Enrollment in Grades 7-12 saw a decline of only 24 students. 


CURRICULUM 

Sharon Junior High School received a most favorable evaluation report 
from the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. As a result of 
that report, the school was recommended for the maximum continued 
membership of ten years. The staff at that school is working to implement 
the recommendations contained in the report. 

Sharon Senior High School is continuing the process of self-evaluation. 
This will be followed by a visiting committee evaluation in the 1977-1978 
school year. 

The Science Committee has begun its study of the curriculum in that 
area at the junior high school and at the senior high school. This study will 
include consideration of the NEASC junior high school report and the 
self-evaluation at the senior high school. 

A restructuring of the course offerings in Art at Sharon High School 
and Music in the junior and senior high schools and an increase in the 
student requests for courses in these areas, resulted in the need to replace 
the staff reductions of a year ago in these areas with two part-time 
teachers, one each in Music and Art. 

Our achievement testing program was changed to arrange for an 
end-of-year testing in Grades 3 through 6 and in Grade 9. An item analysis 
study will enable us to better identify specific skill area weaknesses. An 
examination of our curriculum content and instructional practices in those 
areas will follow in order to improve student performance in the areas 
tested. 

Through the teacher workshops, we have begun an examination of the 
sequence of learning experiences in the area of Language Arts. This should 
produce more precise articulation from _ grade-to-grade and 
school-to-school in our system. 

In an effort to address the needs of high school students in the area of 
Occupational Education, a program of Distributive Education was begun 
at Sharon High School for students in Grades 11 and 12. Through a 
fully-funded grant from the Commonwealth, a part-time teacher was 
employed to begin cours offerings in this area. Evaluation of the 
effectiveness of this program and the assessment of student interest in this 
type of education will be conducted to determine the need to continue or 
expand these course offerings. 
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FACILITIES 

In order to provide needed additional instructional space at Sharon 
High School, it was decided to convert one of the two lecture halls into 
more traditional classroom spaces. This was done by our own maintenance 
staff and resulted in three classroom spaces: one large classroom area and 
two medium-sized classrooms. This conversion provides more suitable 
spaces for the instructional program for students with special needs and 
additional non-specialized classroom space. 

During the year we were distressed by a report that a part of the East 
Elementary School was structurally unsafe. Immediately, temporary steps 
were taken to correct this condition. Additional roof supports were placed 
in all regular classrooms in the one-story area. 

The report of the building condition at East Elementary School was 
followed by a similarly distressing report of a need for reroofing of a major 
portion of the roof at the senior high school. 

After structural and architectural studies were made on these two 
buildings, meetings with the Selectmen and Wairant Committee resulted in 
a decision to hold a Special Town Meeting. This meeting was for the 
purpose of appointing a School Buildings Repair Committee and to 
provide funds for its use to make recommendations as to the rehabilitation 
of East Elementary School and as to the scope of the roof replacement 
necessary at Sharon High School. The Special Town Meeting was held on 
October 18, 1976 and the Committee appointed at that meeting has been 
working in order to make recommendations to the town. 

The reports on these two buildings have served to remind us that all of 
our buildings are now of an age or approaching an age which will require 
more thorough examination and which may require substantial 
expenditures for maintenance as a result of this aging. 


STAFF 

The past year saw the retirement of two staff members. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Chamberlain retired after twelve years of teaching English at Sharon 
Junior High School. Mrs. Anita Claeboe also retired after twenty years of 
service as a teacher of Physical Education. The Committee expresses a debt 
of gratitude to these two dedicated teachers. 

In addition to the three part-time teachers previously mentioned, two 
other teachers were employed. Staff utilization changes and student course 
requests resulted in the addition of one Science teacher at the senior high 
school. One tutor for students with special needs was replaced by a 
full-time teacher for these students at the senior high school. These 
additions resulted in a total of 209% professional staff members compared 
with 208 in the previous school year. Other staff changes were caused by 
the granting of a few leaves of absence for various reasons. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
Mr. Edward M. Berger and Mr. Chester M. Stern were reelected for a 
second term on the Committee at the Annual Town Election. 
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Miss Clista Dow, who was serving as a non-voting member representing 
the Sharon Teachers’ Association, was granted a sabbatical leave of 
absence for one year for advanced study. She was replaced by Mr. Francis 
Bryant. The non-voting Student Representative is Mr. Charles Fazzio who 
replaced Miss Nadine Abbott. 


This report can not completely chronicle all of the activities of the 
School Committee. Only the Minutes of the meetings can report the 
results of all of the deliberations which occurred in seventy different 
meetings of the full Committee and Sub-Committees. All minutes of these 
committee meetings are on file and available for public inspection. 

An expression of gratitude is extended to the citizens who served on 
the Budget Analysis Committee and to those who are serving on the 
Buildings Repair Committee. 

Interested citizens are welcome at the School Committee Meetings. 
Your shared concerns will be of importance to the Committee as it strives 
to provide quality education for the youth of Sharon.

This has been a year of building. Our new addition to the school was 
completed, although it was somewhat delayed due to waits for steel and 
other materials. 

The school now has eight new programs in its curriculum. They are 
Distributive Education, Electrical Appliance Repair, Diesel Mechanics, 
Cosmetology, Masonry, Air Conditioning & Refrigeration, Small Engine 
Repair and Specialized Automotive. 

Our Licensed Practical Nursing program at the school was evaluated and 
given full approval this year by the Massachusetts Board of Registration of 
Nurses. 


As usual during the Summer, Mr. Benoit, Guidance Director at the 
Sharon Junior High School and I, worked to get as many students 
admitted to the School as possible and included some ninth graders from 
Sharon High School. 

After long negotiations with the teachers, which went into fact-finding, 
a contract was signed. I served on the Negotiating Committee and can only 
hope that the many hours involved in the settlement will prove fruitful for 
my constitutents. 

During the school year WBZ-TV did a special commentary on our 
Commercial Foods program on prime time and we were very proud of our 
students. 

We acquired several mobile trailers through a government surplus 
program. They will be used for various purposes, providing a means of 
displaying exhibits and information through our Guidance Department to 
the various Junior and Senior high schools. 

Southeastern continues to participate with Bristol-Plymouth and Old 
Colony Regional School Districts in a Collaborative for our students with 
Special Needs. Sharing the responsibility with other school districts 
provides an option of many services at reduced cost. 


The School Library doubled in size during the past Summer, the 
expansion and redecorating project being accomplished by employing 
students during the Summer under the supervision of some of the teachers. 

We have expanded our athletic program to give girls a greater 
opportunity to participate. 

Southeastern provides an extensive Summer School Tutorial Program in 
academic subjects, and it is planned that in the future the program will 
include vocationally-related subjects. 

The Job Placement program was strengthened by adding two Placement 
Counselors. Despite economic conditions, Southeastern continues to place 
a high percentage of students in their work field. 
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The Evening School program with 296 students continues to offer 
specialized courses to citizens of the District. There are 118 enrolled in our 
Apprenticeship program which offers Electrical, Masonry, Carpentry, 
Plumbing and Machine Maintenance Mechanics courses. Enrollment in the 
School District has grown to 1389 students participating in a total of 22 
vocational programs. 

Because of the change in the fiscal year under which the communities 
Operate, it seems inappropriate to continue organizing the School 
Committee on April lst, as some town elections have not taken place by 
that date. Therefore, a change is in process to elect officers for the School 
Committee at a date later than April Ist. 

At present both Brockton representatives to the School Committee are 
elected at the same time, providing no continuity, so at their town 
meetings all towns in the District will be asked to approve the adjustment 
of the terms and election dates of the Brockton representatives so there 
will be continuity on the School Committee from the City of Brockton. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS

In 1976 the Department of Public Works completed the following 
construction and maintenance projects: Two of these projects that were 
most beneficial to the Town included work on East Foxboro Street and 
Edge Hill Road. Improvements to these roads included straightening, 
widening, drainage, a new water main, better sight distance, new street 
lights and resurfacing. This work resulted in safer highways and reduced 
the number of accidents over previous years. 

There are several other streets in Town badly in need of this type of 
work, and I strongly urge that projects of this type be continued until all 
Town roads are safe for the modern motorist, pedestrians, and children 
who have to walk to school or use the highways for any purpose. 

A plan developed by the Lake Study Committee to lower Lake 
Massapoag for the purpose of freezing and killing weeds along the shore 
line became an extremely time-consuming project for the Department of 
Public Works. In order to accomplish the discharge of the large volume of 
lake water, it was found necessary to rebuild and clean all stream beds and 
culverts between the Lake and North Main Street. 

The walls along the streams had collapsed and fallen into the stream 
beds impeding the flow of water. Trees and brush had grown along the 
streams and, in some cases, into the stream bed and had to be removed. 
The most expensive part of the project was the rebuilding of the North 
Main Street culvert. Once Car Shop Pond was drained, it was discovered 
that work had to be done on the walls to prevent erosion on the road bed, 
and a complete new concrete floor had to be installed. These projects 
disrupted the original time table for the Lake lowering and proposed shore 
work may have to be postponed for another year. 

The Department saw several changes in personnel and was deeply 
saddened with the passing of Norman Dulong, a Highway Division 
employee, early in the year. Norman was loved by all who knew him and 
was highly regarded by his fellow workers. 

Two other members of the Department who retired and will be sorely 
missed are Linwood T. Fifield, an equipment operator for the Highway 
Division, and George T. Statham, an employee of the Water Division. Both 
of these men were faithful employees; Linwood with 23 years of service 
and George with 38 years of service. The members of the Department and 
their many friends wish them a long and happy retirement. 

The work of the Department of Public Works is diversified in its 
operations and becomes involved in many areas. Its operations include 
road sweeping, patching, surfacing, roadside mowing, guard rails, brush 
control, line marking, street signs, drainage, plowing, sanding, salting, 
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sidewalk maintenance and construction, operation of the sanitary landfill, 
rubbish collection, removal and burial of dead animals, care of cemeteries, 
street lighting, providing a supply of diesel fuel and gasoline for all Town 
vehicles, supplying men and equipment to work for many other 
departments, committees and commissions, tree planting, removal and care 
of trees, insect pest and poison ivy control, pump and maintain a water 
supply for the Town, and building maintenance including the Town Office 
Building, Police Station, High Street School, former Sacred Heart 
Buildings, Highway Division Garage, Water Division Office, five pumping 
stations and two auxiliary buildings with grounds maintenance at all 
locations. Many of these operations are dependent on items such as 
electricity, telephone, equipment, parts, contracts, fuels, petroleum 
products, asphaltic materials, tires, sand, gravel, tools, etc. All of these 
products and services have increased in price from twenty-five percent to 
one hundred and fifty percent over the past five years. Due to this type of 
inflation, plus the expansion of the Town through the development of 
subdivisions, it is impossible to hold the budget down to a small 
percentage increase without cutting back services which people have 
become accustomed to over the years.

The Highway Division personnel assisted the Water Division during 
emergencies, with water service installations, maintenance of buildings and 
maintenance of gravel roadways. 

Sidewalk work included the construction of 2700’ of sidewalk and 
berm on Massapoag Avenue between Capen Hill Road and Gorwin Drive. 
100° of concrete sidewalk with granite curbing was also installed on High 
Street. Miscellaneous patching and repair work was accomplished on other 
walks throughout the Town. 

The removal and burial of dead animals totaled 164 cases and consisted 
of horses, squirrels, dogs, cats, opossums, rabbits, skunks, raccoons, ducks 
and turtles. 

Drainage systems were expanded this year by developers and by the 
Town Contract on North Main Street which also included the addition of 
systems in the adjoining side streets. Other streets having additional 
systems installed included Edge Hill Road, High School Driveway and 
Massapoag Avenue. Maintenance included the cleaning of all basins, 
rodding pipe lines where root growth had developed and stream clearance 
in many areas. 

General road maintenance was continued along with other beneficial 
projects such as the installation of a traffic island in Post Office Square, 
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Ground U.L.V. adulticide application 171 acres

WATER DIVISION

The Water Division is self-supporting and one of the busiest public 
service units in the Town. As the Town is expanded by developers, so is 
the work load of the Division. More inspections, more maintenance, 
meters with outside registers have to be installed, new systems have to be 
pressure-tested and sanitized, frequent call backs are experienced because 
the work progresses by small sections, relocating gates and curb stops 
covered by construction equipment is time consuming, and so is the 
measuring and plan making of each installation. 

This year the system improvement program was carried forward with 
the installation of new equipment and controls. A new well and pumping 
station was added and should be in operation for the summer of 1977. 

The Hampton Road elevated tank was drained, cleaned, painted, and a 
flow control valve was installed in the main feed line. A security fence was 
also installed to protect the tank and equipment, but this was promptly 
cut and vandalized. Vandalism of any type is difficult to understand, but 
vandalism to public installations necessary to the public welfare, not 
considering the cost of the damage, is beyond comprehension.

As in the past years, one of the principal duties of this Department in 
1976 was to provide engineering services and assistance to the Department 
of Public Works for the many construction and maintenance projects 
performed by them during the year. Examples of these services are: 
underground utility locations and profile elevations for all drainage and 
culvert work, both in the design stage and then again during construction. 
Street line locations and grades were furnished for the construction of a 
new side walk along Massapoag Ave., between Capen Hill Rd. and the 
State Chapter 90 project near Gorwin Drive. We also provided line and 
grades on the two street reconstruction projects completed by the D.P.W. 
this year, namely, East Foxboro St. and Edgehill Rd. Street line locations 
were provided to the water division at various locations. Many other 
services of a somewhat lesser nature, but never-the-less time consuming, 
were provided to the D.P.W. as reqeusted. 

In addition to the work performed for the DP.W., plans and 
specifications for public bidding were drawn up for the installation of the 
final section of the North Main Street and Brook Road drainage system 
which was started several years ago. This contract consisted of 5,900 ft. of 
12, 15 and 18 inch reinforced concrete pipe and 65 catch basins and 
manhole structures. It attracted 25 bidders with the low bid of $97,495.50 
being by the H.W. Murphy Construction Co. Inc. of Peabody, Ma. This was 
an exceptionally good price as it was about $25,000 below this 
departments estimate. The work was about 75% completed before the cold 
weather forced a shut down of the job until spring, when the installation 
will be completed along with the final cleanup and paving of the trenches. 
Prior to the start of construction on this contract, easements across private 
property were obtained from six property owners at no cost to the Town. 

Considerable field work and preliminary design was started on the East 
Street sidewalk project and the North Main Street Water Contract, both of 
which were approved at Town Meeting. Construction on these projects will 
be started in 1977. 

In February, in conjunction with the Towns’ water consultant, M. 
Anthony Lally Associates, bids were received for the construction of the 
pumping station at well #6 off of Wolomolopoag St. Nine bids were 
received and Winston Builders Corp. of Westboro was the low bidder at 
$41,873. This contract has been substantially completed along with the 
installation of the related pumping equipment and standby generator 
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which were separately bid and the station should become operational in 
early 1977. 

After several previous attempts, Town Meeting approved a Town wide 
aerial mapping program which is presently underway. Specifications were 
prepared and proposals were soliciated for this work. Nine quotations were 
received and a $73,500 contract was awarded by the Selectmen to the Avis 
Air Map Co. of Braintree. The Town has been flown and much of the 
necessary ground control completed before the winter weather arrived. 
The entire mapping program should be completed by the fall of 1977 and 
the information shown on these maps will be of great value to many 
different Town Departments. 

The Board of Health duties performed this year number about the same 
as last year in regard to system inspection and plan review of applications. 
Applications and plans for the construction of 157 subsurface sewerage 
disposal systems were reviewed. This process requires a visit to the site, 
sometimes observation of percolation tests and test pits, along with the 
paper work of plan review and approval. Although this figure represents 10 
less applications than last year, the manhours expended on this item were 
greatly increased. Most of the prime building land in Town is either built 
upon or not available, therefore, many of the applications are for land that 
requires much more testing and closer supervision of the construction 
stages to ensure compliance with the more stringent conditions of 
approval. 

The State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering is in the 
process of revising Title Five of the State Environmental Code (formerly 
the State Sanitary Code). When these revisions are approved, most of 
which I feel are necessary and desirable, then the time spent on Board of 
Health duties will increase even further as each new lot will have to have at 
least two test holes, and percolation test, all of which must be observed 
by a Town inspector. These tests can sometimes become quite time 
consuming. 

Of the 157 applications reviewed, 104 were for new home construction 
and 53 were for corrective additions to existing systems. Again this year, 
Sharon continues to show substantial home building which is still contrary 
to the trends in the surrounding Towns. The installation of 148 sewerage 
disposal systems were inspected and approved to verify their compliance 
with the approved plans and the state and local sanitary codes. In many 
instances, these systems required two trips to each site as inspections are 
required at different stages of construction. We also investigated numerous 
health violation complaints and recommended corrective action and/or 
cease and desist citations to the violators as necessary. 

Planning Board related duties are another important and time consu- 
ming function of this department. This year there were engineering reports 
and recommendations presented to the Planning Board on eight subdivi- 
sion plans, four definitive plans totaling 59 lots and 4 preliminary plans 
totaling 326 lots. All but 26 lots of which are in cluster type subdivisions. 
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These reports, with recommendations for both design and construction 
improvements, involve both field reconnaissance and detailed plan 
evaluation. Based on the number of preliminary plan lots presently 
approved, it would appear that 1977 will be a busy year in subdivision 
planning and construction. 

Much of the building and development that did take place in 1976 was 
in developments that had been partially constructed in prior years. There 
was, however, inspection and approval given on new roadway and utility 
construction in 10 different subdivisions totaling about $200,000. This 
inspection is of the utmost importance, as improper construction of 
Streets and utilities at this time would require large maintenance 
expenditures by the Town in future years. 

Considerable time was also devoted to consultations with Philip Herr 
Associates, Consultant, who is developing an open space and recreation 
plan of the Town; the Growth Policy Committee and the Citizen’s 
planning group, which is working on a Town wide planning project. 
Various maps, reports and sketches were prepared for these discussions. 
The Town Engineer also attends all Planning Board meetings and acts as 
their agent for signing routine non-subdivision plans for recording 
purposes. In 1976, twenty-seven such plans were reviewed and endorsed. 

The Board of Selectmen and the Executive Secretary required a large 
portion of the Departments’ time by requesting advice, comments and 
investigations of the many citizen complaints and problems of town 
management occurring during a year. Many of these are minor type 
problems but they are never the less quite time consuming. 

Engineering advice and recommendations were furnished to all other 
Town departments as requested. For example, the Zoning Board of 
Appeal, on Cluster subdivision and site plan approval hearings, of which 
there were several, the Conservation Commission on “Hatch Act” or 
wetland filling projects, the Board of Assessors, through the up-dating of 
their Assessors’ plans, the Capitol outlay Committee and the Warrant 
Committee with plans, cost estimates and sketches on Town Meeting 
articles. 

We have on file in our office many records and survey plans which are 
items of public record and therefore, of interest to builders, realtors, 
engineers, surveyors, lawyers, and of course, the property owners himself. 
Therefore, in the course of a year, considerable time is spent reviewing and 
assisting the public in obtaining this information. Another time consuming 
and responsible function of our Secretary/Clerk is that of fee collection 
and bookkeeping. We collect all the plumbing, gas, electrical, building, and 
Board of Health sewerage disposal fees. We also collect fees for the sale of 
Zoning maps, Zoning by-laws, Planning Board rules and regulations, and 
Building codes. In 1976, the total of all fees collected by this Department 
amounted to $21,790.75. We also collected and processed for the Planning 
Board, $3,366.80 in filing fees for the definitive and preliminary 
subdivision plans. 
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Mr. Ralph Wallen, an Engineering Aide with the department for two 
years, left to take a higher position in the Town of Stoughton Engineering 
Department and was replaced by Mr. Mark V. Whidden. We also employed 
Mr. Philip Kopel, a recent graduate in Environmental Design from the 
University of Massachusetts, to help out during the summer months.

Fees for building, plumbing, wiring and gas permits and fees for 
certificates of inspection collected during 1976 amounted to 17,250.50 
and were turned over to the Town Treasurer. 

As shown in the above comparison, new, residential and residential 
additions and alterations were down very slightly from last year. The 
Inspector of Buildings also serves as the Zoning Inspector, which requires 
him, as part of his duties, to answer questions, advise the public, make 
field inspections and prepare violation notices. 


In addition, the Insepctor assists the public in the preparation of 
necessary forms for Board of Appeal application and frequently is present 
at Board of Appeal Hearings to assist whenever possible. 
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BUILDING PERMIT REQUIREMENTS 


In general, no new construction, additions, or demolitions, or altera- 
tions of any type, affecting any partitions, doorways, bearing walls or 
other structural members shall be started until a permit has been received 
from the Building Department. 

Also, all electrical, plumbing and gas work, swimming pool installation, 
vinyl or aluminum siding installation, require permits from the Building 
Department. 

If the homeowner has any question regarding the necessity of a permit, 
he should not hesitate to inquire at the Building Department. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 
Adolf W. Arnold, Director 


Thanks to some good publicity in the “Sharon Advocate,” your local 
Civil Defense unit grew by five volunteers during the year. The welcome 
addition fills some of the important vacancies in the medical, radiological, 
supply, and transportation fields. 

Every Monday evening was CD night in the Emergency Operating 
Center in the Basement of the Town Office Building. Most all staff officers 
completed the training course on ham radio in order to be capable of 
operating the new 2-motor FM equipment. The highlight of this years 
activity was that a big dream finally came true when the Sharon CD 
repeater finally went “on-the-air.”’ Thanks to years of hard work by Bernie 
Rosenberg, Ed Blank, Dr. Goldstone, Michael Corman, and others the 
complicated and delicate unit works well. 

All available CD officers were out, as usual, during the 4th of July and 
Halloween. 

Your local CD staff went on full alert during the August Hurricane 
Alert. Every radio, CD car, first-aid kit, flashlights, and other gear were in 
complete readiness awaiting the storm that never came in full force. This 
serious threat, however, proved the advantages of having such a coopera- 
tive and experienced nucleus of men and equipment to provide for 
emergency assistance to the town. 

The emphasis was on natural disaster survival techniques. The snow 
mobile was readied in time for the bad winter storms to hit this area. The 
new personnel participate in snowmobile rescue training, a service that will 
hopefully not have to be used. 

Some cellars were pumped. Generators are being overhauled. The 
Cottage Street School shelter area is being renovated, including the 
packaged disaster hospital area (PDH). Service was also provided for all 
walk-a-thons by March-of-Dimes and bike-rides. 

As usual, the CD experienced excellent cooperation with all other 
departments throughout the year. 
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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Albert R. Horan, Chief 


During the Year 1976, there was a total of four hundred seventeen 
(417) reported auto accidents - 29 more than in 1975. Of these accidents 
three hundred ninety-six (396) were reported to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; 
ninety-three (93) claimed personal injury and property damage; three 
hundred (300) claimed property damage only; three (3) claimed personal 
injury only. The remaining twenty-one (21) were minor accidents. In the 
report of accidents released by this office, it was indicated that of the 417 
accidents reported in the town, a total of 104 occured on North and South 
Main Streets - 26 more than in 1975. Following in importance was Route 
1 and the interchanges of Route 95 and South Main Street where 42 
mishaps occurred. There were also 35 accidents on Norwood Street/ 
Upland Road/Depot Street (Route 27). There was one motor vehicle 
pedestrian fatality resulting from these accidents during 1976. 

The report also shows that 184 accidents occurred between the hour of 
12:00 noon and 8:00 p.m., and 70 accidents between the hours of 8:00 
p.m. and 12:00 midnight; Saturday, Friday, and Tuesday were the most 
dangerous days of the week when 208 accidents occured. Off the road 
accidents were the leading type, totalling 144, more than one-third of all 
accidents. Sideswipe accidents were second with a total of 127, and 
intersection collisions followed with 58. As a result of the report, all 
motorists are cautioned to be especially alert when driving on North and 
South Main Streets, when using Route 1 and the interchanges, and in 
particular at the other locations noted above. 

The department, during said year, responded to three hundred fifty 
(350) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to and 
from the various hospitals. 

In March of this year, Lieutenant Detective Bernard F. Coffey 
graduated from the Babson Institute after completing a three week 
management course. Detective Arthur Reid attended a three day Rape 
Investigation Training Session at the Quincy Police Academy sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council. During the evening 
hours, Officers Stephen Metrick and James Testa were trained as 
Emergency Medical Technicians in an eighty-one hour course sponsored 
through the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the Norwood Hospital. 
This course qualifies the officers as certified personnel on ambulance 
work. Present plans are to complete this program and include all 
personnel. Eight officers have completed the EMT program, four are 
enrolled, and Officers Clifford Keeling, Robert Carroll, and Joseph Pizzi 
have completed a refresher course. 

Our department is continuing to train officers in the specialty area with 
Officer James Mathews attending the F.B.I. Firearms Instructor course at 
Wakefield, and becoming a certified F.B.I. Instructor. In addition, Officer 
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James Keating has completed the photography and fingerprinting training 
offered by the Massachusetts State Police, Bureau of Identification, and is 
certified in this area as an investigator in our department. Officers Keating 
and Carroll received ten days instruction in the area of crime scene search 
through the Department of Safety at the State Police Academy in Fram- 
ingham. Officers Carroll and Keeling have been trained and certified in the 
use of the Identi-Kit. Officers Keeling and Russell Mann attended an Emer- 
gency Vehicle Driving demonstration held in Connecticut and sponsored 
by the Massachusetts Training Council. 

In-service training has continued with the department using four 
outside colleges as a training resource. Seventeen officers are continuing 
their degree programs relating to law enforcement, the major tuition 
expense covered by the Federal Government. Officers Carroll and Keeling, 
as certified instructors in cardio pulmonary resuscitation (CPR), have 
updated members of our department with a refresher course. In addition, 
they have given CPR courses sponsored through the Sharon Recreation 
Center and at a number of outside private organizations. Present plans are 
to include the certified instructors programs in the Sharon High School 
curriculum. Additional department training sessions covered firearms 
training under both day and night conditions. Officer Sidney Pratt 
attended a ten day Armorer School held at Smith & Wesson in Springfield. 


We have continued for a fifth year our intensified selective enforcement 
program on traffic violators. Accident figures have this year, however, 
increased as have violators, which indicates that there is no correlation 
with strong enforcement and a low accident rate. The weather, however, 
appears to be the strongest factor in our accident rate with January and 
December of this year accounting for one-fourth of all accidents. 


Housebreaks, which are still our leading and most serious property 
offense, have shown a substantial decrease this past year. Our records in 
total show a decrease of 15% from 1975, the first decrease in the past 
decade. Although a number of factors contribute to this decrease, our 
records further indicate a higher clearance rate for this offense as a result 
of more intensive investigations and cooperation with other local police 
departments. The expansion of our investigative force with additional 
work by Patrolman James Keating has added to our success in combating 
this offense. Our plans for this next year include permanent enlargement 
of our Detective Bureau along with other administrative changes. 


We again solicit public cooperation by asking that citizens report 
suspicious circumstances that warrant investigation. Daytime breaks are 
the most prevalent, sometimes occurring during short absences. Our 
success during the past year has been due mainly to public cognizance of 
property crimes, generally, and the assistance granted to the police in 
reporting and appearing as witnesses. Auto thefts have also shown a 
substantial decrease which, again, is due mainly to public awareness and 
cooperation. 
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On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. Officer 
Stephen Metrick has entered his seventh year as our Safety Officer giving 
instruction at all levels in our public schools. Emphasis has been in the 
areas of pedestrian safety and the operation of bicycles. Present plans are 
to continue the Washington, D.C. safety trip for the safety patrol officers 
at the Intermediate School, the same made possible with the financial aid 
of our business establishments and fund raising programs. Officer Metrick 
is a member of the Massachusetts Safety Officers League and attends all 
meetings to keep abreast of training and instructional procedures. 

An active member in the Massachusetts Chief’s of Police Association, 
Chief Horan is a member of their Public Safety Committee, serves on the 
Advisory Committee to the Attorney General on Drug Abuse, and the 
F.B.I. Committee. 

The Sharon Special Police (Auxiliary) are an active group with 
participation and assistance to the regular force when necessary. We are 
extremely fortunate to have this dedicated group which serves the town on 
a volunteer basis without compensation. Assistance at our large functions 
such as July 4th, Town Meeting, etc., is invaluable. The success of our 
Town Bi-Centennial Celebration was possible in part because of the many 
volunteer hours contributed by this dedicated group. 

The department received nine thousand seven hundred fifty (9,750) 
recorded telephone calls requesting information and registeering com- 
plaints. 

Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported 
sixty-five (65) licenses as suspended or revoked. 

During the year the department made service on four hundred six (406) 
outside summonses and warrants.

A total of 1,445 complaints were received and acted upon in 1976. Of 
this number, it was necessary to prosecute 47 dog owners in District Court 
for the violation of the Dog Control Law. 

A total of 70 dog owners were prosecuted for not having their dogs 
properly licensed. For the above violations, $630.00 in fines and fees were 
collected and turned over to proper authorities. 

Most of the 90 dogs reported lost were found and returned to their 
owners. 200 stray dogs were picked up and destroyed after the mandatory 
seven-day waiting period. 

Eighteen dogs were sold to private individuals and money thus collected 
was turned over to the Town Treasurer.

A STATEMENT OF RECREATION PHILOSOPHY 


The Sharon Recreation Department believes that recreation is of and 
for all the people and, therefore, that the purpose of this department is to 
administer recreation as a public trust; and further, that it provide sound 
diversified recreation programming for all people regardless of race, sex, 
creed, religion, age, or economic status in the broad spectrum of 
wholesome recreation activities which bring joy and happiness and serve 
the general well-being physically and mentally of the citizens of the 
community. Through its recreation programs it will enable its citizens to 
have a chance to grow, to stay normal, and to find life both good and 
satisfying. 


A LOOK BACK AT THE BICENTENNIAL YEAR 


The year 1976 will probably be best remembered as the year of the 
Bicentennial, as well as a very positive year for the Recreation 
Department. It seems fitting after celebrating the 200th Birthday of our 
Nation that we reminisce and look back to when municipal recreation 
began in Sharon back in 1968. 

Through the Recreation Committee, willing hands were extended. They 
helped pioneer, plan, organize, and put into effect an on-going program of 
Recreation. Volunteers came forth to give of their time and their talents. 
Many long and lasting friendships were born. And through spirited 
togetherness, hard work, perseverance, the development of financial 
support and recognition by outside interests, a dream was brought to 
reality. 

Eight years have quickly flown by since those early days when the 
Recreation Department began. Each year has seen more growth with 
added programs for young and old. Today Recreation is as much a part of 
Sharon’s life style as anything ever could be. While Recreation this year - 
1976 - is far different than it was in 1968, there still remains, of course, 
the challenge of tomorrow: to maintain a Recreation Department that can 
be looked to by young and old as a source of fun and education and a 
spring for Civic, youth and adult activities. 
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For those people today who participated as youth or adults during the 
early years, there are special memories. They watched the growth and 
development of a widespread recreation program, brought to life and 
supported with the aid of a countless number of people. For those who 
have come to Sharon in recent years, there is tangible evidence of what a 
community such as Sharon can do when people of all ages combine their 
talents, energy, and resources to create and mold truly meaningful ways of 
enriching the lives of the present generation and of those generations to 
come.

During the year 1976 numerous requests were received to check or seal 
devices that were being used to weigh or measure commodities, fuel 
deliveries, and pre-packaged goods put up and sold by retailers within the 
town.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


. Election of a Board of Health is required by Chapter 41, Section 1. 


2. In 1966 pursuant to Chapter 41, Section 21, in a referendum question 


the town voted “to have its Selectmen act as its Board of Health”. 
Favorable action had been recommended by the Town Government 
Study Committee established by the 1962 Annual Town Meeting. 


. The powers and duties of the Board of Health were transferred to the 


Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen have the legal responsibility for 
protecting the public health of the community. 


. The Town Government Study Committee also recommended that the 


Board of Selectmen, as the pose of Health, appoint a Public Health 
Advisory Board. 


. The course of action recommended by the Town Government Study 


Committee to safeguard the public health of this community was: 

a. Development of a public health program realistically related to the 
needs of the town and the implementation of public health policies 
and regulations. 

b. The appointment of a group of the best qualified citizens available 
to make recommendations with respect to this program and these 
policies and regulations. 

c. Establishing clear cut responsibility for the administration of these 
programs, policies, etc. 

d. Designation of competent clerical personnel to handle complaints, 
questions, applications for licenses and permits, maintenance of 
records and correspondence. 

e. Competent administration selection and supervision of part-time 
professional help, as required, to provide advice and assistance in 
public health matters. 


. The Board of Health derives its authority, powers, and duties primarily 


from Chapter 111 of the General Laws and has appointed the Executive 
Secretary as its Agent pursuant to Chapter 111, Section 30. 


. There is no statutory authority for an Advisory Board of Health to be 


appointed by the Board of Health. However, as recommended by the 
Town Government Study Committee, the Advisory Board of Health 
was appointed to assist and advise in the development of a public health 
program realistically related to the needs of the town and in the 
implementation of public health policies and regulations. The Advisory 
Board of Health has and is to exercise its power to advise. 


. The Selectmen being responsible for the community public health has 


then the responsibility to administer the programs and policies and have 
appointed various paid clerical and professional personnel to perform 
the day to day functions. 


. The functions of the Advisory Board of Health are as follows: 


a. Perform as the Group of Professional Personnel for the Public Health 
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Nursing Program as required for continued certification as a Home 
Health Agency. 

b. Advise on and evaluate Board of Health programs, policies and 
regulations on a continuing basis so as to provide efficient and 
effective basic health services. 

c. Consider and recommend on special health problems as to the effect 
on the community.

The primary function of the Public Health Advisory Board is that of 
liaison between the general public and the Board of Selectmen, therefore, 
fulfilling a professional back-up to the Board of Selectmen pertaining to 
matters of general health. 

In its advisory capacity, the board meets, as necessary, with J. Edward 
Bamber, Health Agent; Jack L. Lapuck, Sanitarian; Lake Management 
Committee, and the Public Health Nursing Staff to discuss possible and/or 
probable health problems affecting the Town of Sharon. 

During its tenure, the Public Health Advisory Board has striven to 
maintain, for the Town of Sharon, the very highest possible level of health 
standards. 

As the years have passed, the town has increased its population and the 
complexities of providing and maintaining a high standard for health 
conditions have grown. With the advent of increasing Medicare, Medicaid, 
Federal Health Programs, the town is forced into expanding services and 
additional supervisory personnel as requirements necessary for reimburse- 
ment for services rendered in these categories. The standards of service and 
facilities are determined at higher levels and passed down to the health 
departments in various towns.

Thirty-six deaths occured within the Town of Sharon. Twenty-two of 
these were out of town residents, temporarily residing as patients at 
Sharon Manor Nursing Home. 

A total of $818.50 was received by the Board of Health and turned into 
the Town Treasurer covering fees for camps, swimming pools (public), 
animals, milk, and food service permits. 

The Rabies Clinic was run by a private veterinarian this year. Therefore, 
the town did not receive any income for the project. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


Under the Board of Health the Public Health Nursing Program provides 
health promotion and skilled nursing care to the residents of Sharon. 

The policies of the Home Health Agency stipulate that residents who 
need skilled nursing care obtain a written order from their physician. Fees 
for nursing service in 1976 were $10.00 for a home visit and $5.00 for an 
office visit, determined by the yearly cost study. 

Other skilled services, which are provided through contract with the 
Norwood Hospital, include physical therapy and speech therapy. 

The services of a registered occupational therapist are also available, 
through the Board of Health. 

The Norfolk-Bristol Home Health Services, Inc., a non-profit corpora- 
tion located in Walpole, continues to provide homemaker-home health 
aide service to the residents of Sharon. They provided 2,310 3/4 hours of 
service on 21 cases to Sharon in 1976. The Public Health Nurses extend 
supervision, teaching, and evaluation to the home health aides through 
contractual agreement. | 

Homemaker-Home Health Aide trainees are periodically recruited. No 
prior experience is needed. A free training program consists of 48 hours 
over a two week time span. Interested person should call the Board of 
Health Office for further information. Home Health Services, Inc. has 
three Sharon residents serving as aides. 

The Public Health Nursing program is involved in the area of 
community mental health through contact with the community nurse 
from Medfield State Hospital. 

A continued liaison exists between the Board of Health and Norwood 
Hospital through the public health nursing coordinator at the hospital. 
This collaborative relationship promotes effective referrals between health 
care agencies, resulting in improved planning for continuity of nursing 
services for patients and their families. Patients or their families are urged 
to contact the coordinator at the hospital or call the Board of Health 
office if it seems likely that home care services will be needed. Home 
Health Services for individuals on Medicare are fully covered only if service 
is initiated within 14 days of discharge from a hospital or extended care 
facility. | 

The Public Health Nurses provide a monthly blood pressure screening 
and health teaching program for any resident of Sharon 60 years of age 
and over on the second Monday of the month at 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. There is 
a one dollar fee for this service. The program is conducted at Hixson Farm 
Road, Housing Authority Building. Approximately 235 persons were 
served in 1976. 

The Board of Health participates in screening of tuberculosis through 
the provision of Mantoux Tests, free of charge. These tests are given in the 
office on Monday, Tuesday, or Wednesday mornings by appointment. 
They must be read within 48 hours. It is mandatory for any individual 
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who is to be in contact with school age children to be of known tuberculin 
status. Those with a positive Mantoux Test are then referred to Norfolk 
County Hospital for a chest xray. 

Testing for lead poisoning is now available through the Board of Health 
on an appointment basis. This service is provided free of charge. 

A free statewide Swine Flu Influenza Program was initiated in October 
1976. Six clinics were run by the Sharon Board of Health with the 
assistance of over twenty-five residents, who generously volunteered their 
time. The services of Dr. J. Aaron Herschfus, School Nurses, Public Health 
Nurses, and staff were also volunteered for each clinic. A total of 1924 
persons received vaccine through the Swine Flu Program in Sharon. 

Nursing staff changes during the past year include the resignation of 
Mrs. Carolyn Jo Dorr, who has provided the Board of Health with nursing 
supervision on a part-time contractual basis since April 1972. Mrs. Cynthia 
Mayher assumed supervisory responsibilities effective October 1976. 

The quality of nursing service is examined on a periodic basis through a 
Utilization Review Committee, which is composed of representatives from 
nursing, medicine, and the other therapeutic services every 90 days. 

The Public Health Nursing Staff will continue team efforts to add new 
dimensions to patient and family care for the residents of Sharon. 





SANITARIAN

The Sanitarian’s Program consists of the following: 

1. Supervision of school cafeteria food service practices made routinely 
throughout the year. The School Department has been most coopera- 
tive in working with the Health Department and, as a result, our 
children receive wholesome food prepared and served in a healthful 
environment. 

2. All milk and cream sold in the town continues to be checked for 
bacteriological quality. Any problems are brought to the attention of 
the milk producer and/or store proprietor and immediate corrective 
action is taken. 

3. Close bacteriological supervision of the Lakefront and inspection of the 
refreshment stand were carried out. 

4. Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps located in the 
Town of Sharon were visited by the Sanitarian to determine compliance 
of these facilities with the State Sanitary Code, Article IV. Visits were 
also made to the camps during the camping season to ensure 
continuation of these sanitation standards, including the testing of 
eating utensils for proper sanitization. 

5. The town drinking water at Stations 3, 4, and 5 are checked weekly for 
bacteriological quality. Chemical tests are done as required. 

6. Eating utensil examinations are made in all food establishments 
regularly. 

7. All retail food establishments are checked regularly for conformance 
with the State Retail Sanitary Code, Article X. 

8. All complaints made to the Board of Health are investigated and 
resolved . 

Dr. Lapuck is very pleased with the cooperation received from the restau- 
rants, food service, and school food service facilities. 
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VETERANS’ SERVICES 


William B. Keating, Director 


In the year 1976, this Department processed 17 cases involving 
Veterans of World War II, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam. The sum of 
$11,797.48 was expended in cash grants for food, shelter, and clothing or 
for payment of hospital, medical, fuel bills and other necessary expenses. 
Benefiting were 24 adults and 20 children. It is expected that the town 
will be reimbursed approximately one half this amount by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

Many veterans and their dependents sought assistance from this office 
in processing forms for other Veterans’ Benefits, such as pensions, 
bonuses, burial expenses, grave markers, educational expenses, home loans, 
etc. In many cases, the securing of V.A. hospitalization, pensions, Social 
Security Disability and other benefits have greatly reduced payments made 
through this office. 

The Office of Veterans’ Services is located on the second floor of the 
Town Office Building. Hours are 7—9 p.m. Monday, Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings, and on Saturday mornings from 9 a.m. to 12 noon. 


VETERANS GRAVES 
William B. Keating, Graves Officer 


Affidavits received by this office show that 34 veterans were buried in 
Sharon during the past year. Thirty-one of this number were buried at 
Sharon Memorial Park and three at Rockridge Cemetery. 

All known Veterans’ graves located in Sharon have been visited by the 
Graves Officer. All graves have been found to be suitably kept and cared 
for as required by state law. Memorial Day services were held in the 
customary manner of honoring Veterans of all wars. 

I wish to thank the members of Sharon Post, American Legion and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, who gave of their time and efforts to make sure 
that every Veteran grave was decorated with a plant and a flag of the 
United States of America.

The Planning Board met a total of 44 times in 1976, and conducted 
nine public hearings. There were no executive sessions conducted. 

In the town elections of 1976, Mr. Edward Lyons was re-elected to the 
Planning Board. Mr. Lyons was subsequently elected by the Board as its 
Chairman, Mr. George B. Bailey as Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Gary P. 
Lilienthal as Clerk. 

For the Annual Town Meeting of 1976, the Planning Board held public 
hearings on the following zoning related articles:

In the cluster subdivision plans indicated above, 125 acres of land are 
being set aside as permanent open space at no cost to the Town. 

The construction of roadways and utilities within approved subdivisions 
having an estimated value of $200,000 was completed under the Planning 
Board’s jurisdiction with the able assistance of Town Engineer Henry L. 
Munson. 

Subdivision filing fees collected in 1976 were $3,366.80. 

A total of $51,400.00 was recovered from the bonding company in a 
suit against J&V Construction Company to permit construction of 
roadways incompleted by this developer. 

In addition, 27 plans not requiring subdivision approval created 13 new 
building lots on existing public ways. 

The year 1976 saw the publication of the new Rules and Regulations 
governing the subdivision of land in the Town of Sharon. 

As required by law, the Planning Board Chairman convened the first 
meeting of the Local Growth Policy Committee to provide the State with 
information on the long-range planning goals of our community. Our 
resources funded the activities of this committee including public notices 
and clerical services. 

With the cooperation of the Recreation Department, Recreation 
Committee, and Conservation Commission as well as utilizing the services 
of our consultant firm, the Board developed an update of the Open Space 
and Recreation Plan to insure eligibility for funding by the State in these 
areas. 

The major planning activity of the Board was the completion of the 
first phase of a new Comprehensive Plan for the Town utilizing the 
resources of our community. Alternate meetings were spent by the Board 
in related general planning activities. 

The firm of Philip B. Herr & Associates was hired to provide technical 
expertise and organizational assistance for the project after interviews were 
held with several qualified consultants. 
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In July of 1976 the Board agreed on the planning process to involve 
neighborhood study groups as the primary resource. In September, 
planning sketch books were distributed to over 70 volunteer citizen 
planners at the first meeting. 

By November the individual groups, having completed their individual 
study assignments, met for a combined workshop to evaluate what they 
felt was good and bad about the Town, what their “Ideal Sharon” would 
be like, and what actions would be required to achieve their goals. 

These presentations were consolidated by Herr Associates and redis- 
tributed to the groups. Primary subject areas were selected for presenta- 
tion at a public forum. These include housing, traffic and roads, the town 
center, design controls, recreation facilities including trails, open space 
planning, and revisions to the structure of Town Government. 

The participants represented a broad spectrum of our community, 
including local business interests and youth groups. The Planning Board

Concurrent with the Town’s studies, students of Phil Herr’s planning 
courses at MIT used Sharon as a subject community to prepare papers on 
design controls, lake management, and mechanisms for controlling growth. 

The material gathered from this study will provide the Planning Board 
with a data base for future planning activities. It is our intention that 
ultimately this resource will be made available to all Town boards. 

Some actions suggested may be accomplished by executive order, 
others, such as changes in zoning, will require future Town Meeting action. 
It is our intention to continue this process through 1977 in particular 
subject areas. We actively solicited the involvement of the townspeople in 
this project.

The Board of Trustees lost one member and gained another. Mrs. 
Shirley Davenport decided not to run for re-election and Mrs. Beatrice 
Dingman was elected in her place. The Board welcomes Mrs. Dingman and 
extends sincere appreciation to Mrs. Davenport for her six years of faithful 
service. 

In January, the library added yet another service with monthly visits to 
Sharon Manor. Visits to the Housing for the Elderly at Hixson Farm Road 
continue on a weekly basis. Both of these facilities are serviced by Helen 
Goodyear from the main library, and have been very well received. 

The library again purchased two memberships at the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston, to be used by the patrons of the library. These have been 
made possible through a donation from the Fortnightly Club. 

The overcrowded condition of the library continues to be a matter of 
grave concern. The members of the Ad Hoc Committee, who worked so 
hard on the initial study of library needs and to get the articles asking for 
an addition to the building presented to the Annual Town Meeting, 
deserve much praise for their interest in the library. 

The continuing study of the space requirements and the work 
accomplished by the present Library Addition Committee is very hopeful. 

In 1976 the library received the sum of $4,637.63 in State Aid. This aid 
is based on 37% cents per capita, using the 1970 census figures. To qualify, 
a library must have a state-registered library director, and expend at least 
$6.00 per capita for library services. In Sharon, it has been the practice to 
deduct state aid money from the funds appropriated at Town Meeting for 
the operation of the library. 

The cataloguing and evaluation of the materials in the Sharon Historical 
collection have been completed. A number of items were donated to the 
library as a result of this work. The collection has been extensively used 
because of the interest in the Bicentennial and a renewed interest in 
Sharon History. 

People have been most generous with gifts of books as well as money 
for the purchase of books. The Board appreciates the generosity of the 
Fortnightly Club. The Sharon Garden Club, Miss Alice Fowler, Miss Doris 
Turner, Mr. Isaac Kleiner, Mrs. Dwight Colburn, Mrs. Henry Geissler, Mrs. 
Robert Cartwright, Miss Pauline Moody, The Sharon Creative Arts 
Association, Miss Norma Ackerson, The Quincy Patriot Ledger, and many 
others.

There were two staff changes during the year: Judith Brassard resigned 
in March, to be replaced by Wilma L. Leidberg, and Judith McCormack 
resigned at the end of August to attend the School of Library Science at 
Simmons College. 

Story hour continues to be a very popular attraction in the Children’s 
Room. From October through May, the Children’s Librarian conducted 
three per week, each with a registration of 30 four and five year old 
children. 

Aided by a number of fith and sixth grade volunteers, Mr. Quartarone 
has sponsored a number of programs for older children, ranging from 
movies, to a talent show, to a pet show held on the grounds of the library. 

The volunteers sponsored a well attended and exciting Hallowe’en party 
for the children who attended story hour, and they helped with the 
Summer Reading Game, in which over two hundred children participated. 
All of these projects require many hours of preparation and study on the 
part of the boys and girls involved. The library is most grateful to all those 
who have contributed their time and talents to these functions. 

Mr. Quartarone and Mrs. Goodyear visited the schools several times to 
talk about the public library and its collection. A number of classes have 
also visited the library. 
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Mr. Leonard Greenfield, as he has done for the past several years, 
brought his sixth grade classes at the Intermediate School to the library for 
instruction in the use of the library and its materials. 

The professional staff has been given time to attend meetings of the 
Massachusetts Library Association, as well as smaller meetings related to 
their specialties. These meetings are of benefit to the staff and conse- 
quently to the patrons of the Sharon~ Public Library. 

The townspeople continue to avail themselves of the inter library loan 
service sponsored by the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System. 
Daily delivery service is provided from the Thomas Crane Public Library in 
Quincy, which ensures fairly rapid delivery, except in those cases where 
books are in demand, or must be advertised throughout the system. Last 
year Sharon residents made 902 requests for materials not available 
locally. 

Another service sponsored by the region is the lending of films to be 
shown to local groups. Twelve films were borrowed for this purpose, and 
the library itself borrowed sixty to show in the Children’s Room.

The Industrial and Development Commission was formed by vote of 
the 1963 Town Meeting. The commission, by its very enactment and 
charter, was committed to the promotion and development of industry in 
Sharon. It is interesting to note that from the time of its inception the 
Commission has proceeded carefully, recognizing the residential character 
of the town, and has supported only modern, clean industry. The 
Commission has gone on record a number of times in opposition to 
industrial development which it felt has not been in the best, long-range 
interest of the town and its citizens. | 

The Commission may point with pride to the gradual development of 
the present Route 1 industrial area and its resulting tax benefits. Industry 
in Sharon pays its way. There are no tax concessions. It pays for its own 
water. Expense for fire and police protection has been minimal. Since 
1963 it has brought to the Town over $1 million in tax revenue and 
currently has a beneficial $2 effect on the tax rate. Sharon industry in all 
aspects—financial, employment, and community action—has proved to be 
a responsible resident. 

The only problem with industry in Sharon is that there is not enough 
of it. As has been mentioned many times previously, only 1 percent of the 
town is zoned for industry. Compare this to surrounding communities 
which ranged from 5 percent to 20 percent of their land area set aside for 
future industrial development. The Commission would like to increase 
Sharon’s industrial zoned land an additional 1 percent to a total of 2 
percent. 

In June, the Commission sent to every registered voter in the town an 
attractive brochure on Sharon industry in order to survey community 
attitude. The Sharon Industrial Commission believes the response was very 
positive. Approximately 1,800 replies were received which is about 25% of 
all voters. Not only did a high percentage of the returns favor further 
industrial development, but 350 citizens also took the time to write 
encouraging pro-industry comments on the bottom of the return question- 
naire. 
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The following is a brief summary of the results of the survey:

The coming year will be the key to the future of industry in Sharon. 
The Commission will be soliciting the interest of developers and others in 
evaluating its future role. A decision will be made whether to take an 
aggressive posture seeking an enlarged industrial area, or to just continue 
with gradual development limited to the present Route 1 industrial zone.

In calendar 1976, the fiscal year for the MBTA, the overall budget for 
the MBTA was $231 million, an increase of $37 million over 1975. The 
new Chairman and chief operating officer, Robert Kiley, kept his budget, 
as promised, however, without submission of supplementary budgets, and 
his 1977 budget request was only $13.7 million or 5.9% over the 1976 
level, a level well below the increase in costs experienced by state and local 
government. 

The net cost of service to the Town for F77 was $145,927.82 or $1.08 
estimated on the tax rate. (Net costs equal the budgeted amount for 1975, 
less revenues, less federal assistance and state reimbursement). 

State assistance was 50%. Fare revenue was approximately 30% of total 
budget. 

Sharon was represented by the designee at all three of the meetings of 
the Advisory Board. Minutes of each meeting and the record of all roll call 
votes are on file in the Town Hall and at the offices of the Advisory Board 
Budget Committee at 6 Beacon Street, Room 309, Boston. 

The Town supported the recommendations of the Budget Committee at 
the December 30 meeting and at the September 21 meeting, the former 
approving a modified budget, the latter approving the purchase of the 
B&M rights-of-ways and passenger equipment serving the eastern portion 
of the state. 

At the special meeting called October 5, Sharon’s vote was sufficient to 
defeat the motion of Mayor White and the budget committee to require 
the T to make no more capital purchases until a new source of tax 
revenues had been passed by the legislature. The vote failed by .06 votes, 
Sharon weighted vote was 1.2339. Despite the vote, Mayor White 
exercised his prerogatives as members of the MPO (Metropolitan Planning 
Organization) and refused to sign the approval of the B&M purchase. After 
requesting clarification, Urban Mass Transit Agency funded the project. 

The Conrail MBTA controversy may result in some service disconti- 
nuity in railroad commuter schedules in March 1977. Conrail (a federally 
created corporation) assumed responsibility for the service from the 
Penn-Central Railroad on April 1, 1976. Conrail was guaranteed a full 
subsidy by UMTA for costs of service previously mandated by the ICC 
until 1978. Conrail, therefore, chose to estimate costs of service at a level 
90% or more above present Penn-Central levels. This is not acceptable to 
MBTA because all costs would be borne by the T in 1978. Negotiations are 
proceeding for other carriers to assume responsibility for the service. The 
MBTA is somewhat limited by present statutes regarding service costs 
incurred beyond the district but is clearly committed to continuing the 
commuter rail service for the forseeable future.

1. The Year of the Paintriots 


The Bicentennial Year was also the Year of the Sharon Paintriots. 

It was the year a group of over 50 Sharon and Foxboro residents and 
train commuters gave almost 900 hours of their weekend time from May 
through September to scrape, scrub, plaster and paint the Sharon railroad 
station. 

The project actually got underway a year earlier when the Sharon 
Transportation Advisory Board, attempting to discover who was responsi- 
ble for maintenance of the station, which hadn’t been painted in about 
thirty years, found this: 

Conrail (then Amtrak) ran the station but didn’t own it, so they 
wouldn’t paint it. 

The Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority (MBTA) owned the 
station but didn’t use it, so they wouldn’t paint it. 

And the Town of Sharon used the station but didn’t own or run it, so 
they wouldn’t paint it. And, anyway, the town had no Painting 
Department. 

The Sharon Transportation Advisory Board finally wheedled, cajoled 
and designed a compromise worthy of Kissinger: 

The MBTA would pay for paint and supplies. Amtrak would assign 
flagzmen who would warn of approaching trains. And Sharon would supply 
the labor. 

Accordingly, in March “76, a Declaration of Indepaintence was posted 
in the station, inviting volunteers — Paintriots — to sign up. Sharon’s DPW 
agreed to supervise the volunteers, share the work, and, eventually 
complete the job. The Sharon School Department lent scaffolding. And 
the Sharon Advocate, Patriot Ledger, Boston Herald American, Boston 
Globe, and TV Channel 7 gave the event coverage. 

Work started on Saturday, May 29th. On Sunday, October 24, the 
Sharon Transportation Advisory Board held a Hang-Up-The-Brush Party 
for the Paintriots, at which a scroll and gilded railroad spike were 
presented by the Board of Selectmen “In grateful recognition of Gerard 
Albert who In the spirit of the Bicentennial And at great personal sacrifice 
Sounded the alarm And Roused the Sharon Paintriots to restore and renew 
the embattled Sharon Train Station.”

2. Southwest Corridor Project 


During the first half of 1976, plans for the Southwest Corridor transit 
project were subject to further hearings throughout the area affected. One 
of these hearings, held in Sharon at the Community Center, was attended 
by board members and other interested citizens. The board took a position 
opposing the plan to create a depressed alignment through Roxbury and 
Jamaica Plain for the railroad tracks and relocated Orange Line transit 
tracks by removal of the present railroad embankment. Our contention 
was that the 5-year interruption of all train service to Back Bay station 
during construction required by this plan, as well as the increased costs, 
were not justified by the supposed environmental advantages of the 
depressed alignment. On our advice the Selectmen took this position, as 
did several other towns, in the ““A-95” review required for final approval 
of the Federal construction grants. 

However, the plans have not been changed, and 80% Federal funding 
has been approved subject to possible veto by the new Secretary of 
Transportation. The first step will be to upgrade the ‘Midland branch” 
tracks (from Readville via Dorchester to South Station) which will carry 
all commuter and intercity rail traffic to Boston as soon as removal of the 
embankment begins. One result of the strong objections of the towns in 
the area was an agreement by the state planners to provide rail shuttle 
service between South Station and Back Bay at least during most of the 
construction period, so that Sharon commuters will still be able to reach 
the Back Bay area for the same fare, although with a significant increase in 
elapsed time. 


3. Personnel Changes 


In June, 1976, George B. Bailey resigned from the Transportation 
Board as a consequence of his election to the presidency of the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council. Burton S. Adler was appointed to fill 
the vacancy on the board, and Harold L. Stubbs was elected chairman. Mr. 
Bailey has continued to work in close cooperation with the Board. 
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4. Safety Improvement Projects 


During the last weeks of 1976 the board studied the report of the 
consultants for the state DPW with respect to proposed improvements in 
local traffic safety. We participated in the hearing at the Selectmen’s 
meeting early in January, when representatives of the consultants and the 
DPW explained their proposals for new traffic lights at the square and at 
the intersection of South Main, Gunhouse, and East Foxboro streets, as 
well as minor changes at other locations. The Transportation Board favors 
both of the proposed traffic lights, and the Selectmen have approved the 
one at Gunhouse St. However, because of objections raised on behalf of 
the merchants at the square to the loss of the present angle parking spaces, 
a further hearing will be held on that proposal. 


5. Deadlock on Railroad Costs 


An early 1977 shock to local commuters was the announcement by 
Conrail of its intention to terminate all commuter train service in March. 
This resulted from the MBTA’s unwillingness to agree to a 92% increase in 
the cost of operation of the service requested by Conrail. Members of the 
board contacted various public officials to express their concern that a 
solution to the impasse should be found, and collected commuters’ 
signatures on petitions to this effect. Senator Kennedy and Representative 
Heckler responded to these petitions indicating their active concern, and 
Rep. Keating took an early lead in bringing strong pressure on Conrail.

The Council on Aging 
with the Recreation Department have continued the very useful and much 
appreciated transportation for shopping and for recreational visits or 
outings...The Town Board of Health provides a monthly clinic with the 
visiting nurse at the Community Building for the benefit of the tenants 
and other senior citizens...And significant contacts with the outside world 
are maintained by the regular visits from the Sharon Public Library with 
new vistas through books. A bow to Helen Goodyear...Surplus produce 
from the Sharon Community Gardens was delivered to the Community 
Building where tenant Minnie Freeman handled the sales and accounted 
for the proceeds contributed to the Tenants Organization...Of course, the 
Town Offices have been most helpful, even holding an on-site voter 
registration session at Hixson Farm Road co-sponsored by the Sharon 
League of Women Voters... 

INDIVIDUAL SUPPORT... The Tenants Organization co-chairmen are 
Matilda Cohen and Anna Nitishin, ably assisted by a large, enthusiastic 
Planning Committee led by Minnie Freeman - and if you want to see 
excellence in action, watch them...Phil Comeau volunteered to handle the 
distribution of seeds and tools from DCA for the Bicentennial Gardens. 
(We regret his recent passing and miss his smiling presence)...In addition to 
vegetable gardens, many tenants again planted beautiful flower beds near 
the apartment buildings...When the flag goes up in the morning and down 
at night, it’s Jacob Zeldin faithfully manning the lines...When the terrace 
outside the Community Building blossomed into a colorful floral display it 
was the handiwork of Guy Pietro, who also keeps much of our shrubbery 
under control with his expert pruning and installed the hardware in the 
new tool shed when that was ready. Nice work, Guy...And a beautiful 
wooden chest storing many games came from Dave Kaplan, Pine Grove 
Ave., to grace the Community Building...A faithful helper in getting the 
Building back in order and the trash out is Jack Vaccaro. Things stay 
shipshape under his eye...The man behind the scenes, with great ability to 
satisfy housekeeping complaints or equipment failures, is our able and 
much appreciated Charlie Garnhum.

There is still a 
substantial demand for low income elderly units, but it is evident that the 
State has many problems to solve before it expands its funded debt any 
further. Needs of the inner city, or nearer city, may exceed our own and 
have a higher priority. Meanwhile, our goal is to continue to run an 
orderly, efficient, honest and useful housing facility for the elderly.

Much of the Commission’s efforts during the past year were spent on 
administration of the Inland Wetlands Act. Many inquiries were received 
from landowners as to the application of the Act, sites were visted by 
Commission members to see the conditions on the spot, and, as a result, a 
number of wetlands hearings were held covering the filling or alteration of 
wetlands. After each of these hearings an order of conditions is issued by 
the Commission spelling out the type of action which wil be permitted. 
Later there is the necessary follow-up to see if the o@ders are being 
complied with. 

The most important problem of this nature was the possible impact on 
Mann’s Pond because of the construction of houses along Deborah 
Sampson Street overlooking the pond. There was a great deal of concern 
that the natural aspect of the pond, which was given to the Town by 
Robert and Nancy Cushman, would be spoiled by the development, as well 
as the possibilities of damage from erosion and pollution. It was decided 
that the best course of action would be to protect the vegetation on the 
steep slope bordering the pond by an easement or purchase of the land. 
Accordingly, in May about 1% acres of woodland was purchased at the 
developer’s cost of $24,000. 

At another wetlands hearing the Lake Management Committee’s plan 
was approved for drawing down the lake level during the winter in order to 
kill off by freezing and exposure the weed undergrowth in the shallower 
parts of Lake Massapoag. 

To enable the Town to continue to receive “Self Help’ funds from the 
State for land purchases, an up-to-date Recreation and Open Space Plan is 
needed. A list of possible future land acquisitions by the Conservation 
Commission was given to the consultants which have been hired by the 
Planning Board for this purpose. 

Conservation camperships at Moose Hill Audubon Day Camp were 
provided for two Sharon girls. 

In May Mr. Edward Welch was elected Chairman of the Commission, 
replacing Mrs. Henrietta Becker who has served as Chairman for the past 
three years.

The Sharon Local Growth Policy Committee was formed in accordance 
with Chapter 807 of the Acts of 1975 of the Massachusetts Growth Policy 
Development Act to prepare a “Local Statement of Growth Problems and 
Priorities.” 

A statement was prepared using inputs from Town agencies and 
advisory groups and from interested citizens at a series of public meetings. 

Our statement has become part of the MAPC Regional Report and will 
ultimately be used to form the Massachusetts Growth Policy Statement to 
serve as a guide for the Legislature in its future policy decisions. 

In November, David Wluka was appointed to the MAPC Special 
Committee on Local Growth Policy to help prepare the Regional Report. 
Also in November, the Sharon Local Growth Policy committee was among 
40 of over 100 applicants to receive a grant from the Office of State 
Planning for the continuation of efforts to spark interest in local affairs. 

The $500 award will be used towards the publication of public 
information materials as part of the Sharon Comprehensive Planning 
Program now under way.

With the end of the Bicentennial year we had a great sense of 
satisfaction that we had presented to our townspeople meaningful 
celebrations and lasting memorials to our nation’s 200th birthday. 

With the completion of the Old Post Road Park at South Walpole Street 
we have made available a picnic area with tables and benches and parking 
area for the enjoyment of all. This project received matching funds from 
the Commonwealth. 

The project of placing plaques on houses of historic value and erecting 
signs or site markers at historical locations was completed during the year. 
Plaques were provided for 52 houses showing date of construction and 
original owner and five site markers were placed giving the historical 
significance of the location. This project also received matching funds 
from the Commonwealth. 

At the opening of the Annual Town Meeting on April 12th, the 
chairman of the committee read the proclamation, adopted by the General 
Court of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay and read at town meeting 200 
years ago. The opening was assisted by the militia. 

In May, the Wagon Train scroll, which is a pledge of rededication, was 
signed by many of the townspeople and delivered to the Wagon Train for 
the journey to Valley Forge to be a part of the Fourth of July activities. 

July brought a flurry of activity around town. Over 50 young people 
busily painted fire hydrants red, white and blue. Awarded first prize was a 
militia man painted by Julie Godfredson of Bluff Head Circle. Second 
prize was awarded to Jim Connors of Canton Street, Dan Sweeney and 
Joey Earley of North Main Street. Third prize was for a fire hydrant called 
Happy Birthday America by Becky Godfredson of Bluff Head Circle. The 
judges were Chandler Jones, Dianne Heitin and Cynthia Powell. The 
Bicentennial coordinator was Doris Gladstone. 

Flag Day ceremonies were held on June 12th at the Town Office 
Building, under the American and Bicentennial flags flying in the breeze, 
with the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Robert Currie, reading a 
proclamation. At the request of the National Bicentennial Administration, 
many homes and businesses proudly flew the American Flag from Flag 
Day through Independence Day. 
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On July 4th we participated in a nationwide community bell-ringing at 
2 PM, the moment in history in 1776 when the Liberty Bell proclaimed 
the signing of the Declaration of Independence. 

Despite the torrid weather in August, hundreds of Sharonites and 
friends enjoyed the 2nd Annual Sharon Country Fair held on August 21 
and 22 at Deborah Sampson Park. 

Festivities began on Saturday evening with over 250 people dining on a 
sumptuous barbequed chicken dinner, under a large tent. Dinner was 
followed by singing and dancing with the music supplied by the very 
popular Winiker Family Band. 

Sunday morning found the field a beehive of activity and excitement. 
Patrons of the Fair were treated to a variety of fine ethnic foods, crafts 
demonstrations and sales, pony and hay rides, displays of competitive 
exhibits and farm animals, a bike rally, a visit from the Franklin Park 
Zoomobile, a magnificent horse show, athletic events, demonstrations by 
the Sharon Amateur Radio Club, a dunking booth, and much much more. 

The success of the Fair was due to the diligent hard work of the Fair 
Committee and the over 20 town organizations and municipal depart- 
ments. The Country Fair Committee takes this opportunity to thank all 
who participated and to those who attended. We’re looking forward to 
next year.

In September, 1975 an ad hoc committee of the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Committee was formed. Its only purpose was to plan the 
Town of Sharons’ Bicentennial Ball. The committee consisted of four 
persons, Marion Cocuzzo, Jean Carmone, Doris Gladstone and Jack 
Connors. 

The date for the ball was set for September 18, 1976. After much 
deliberation, lack of funds and lack of enthusiasm among townspeople the 
whole idea was almost abolished in January of 1976. The committee 
deciding on a commitment of 300 persons went ahead determined to make 
it a night for Sharonites to remember. 

Letters were sent to some fifty organizations in town including all 
Temples and Churches, informing them of the coming event and soliciting 
their help and support. Only the Sharon Garden Club responded. The 
committee of four remained just that: two workers and two advisors. 

In spite of the fact that Sharon is a dry town, we chose to hold the Ball 
at the Sharon Community Center rather than take the event out of town. 
The Frank Gubala Orchestra was hired to provide the music. The 
Blackstone Caterers supplied the food. 

The committee met every Tuesday from April thru September, 
planning every detail necessary for a successful costume ball. An article 
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was placed in the Sharon Advocate every week for the eight weeks 
preceding the Ball, depicting colonial days, foods, modes of transportation 
and entertaining, etc. along with ads for the upcoming Ball. In August a 
booth was set up at the Country Fair and the impressive red, white and 
blue engraved invitations went on sale. 

Everyone assured us it would be a sell-out. Two weeks before the Ball 
only thirty tickets had been sold. Filled with despair again, we went before 
the official committee and stated our plight. Again, came the decision not 
to abandon the idea. The committee agreed to underwrite our expenses. 


AND THEN IT HAPPENED!!! 


The Ladies of the Garden Club moved into the Community Center to 
do their thing! The Foley’s were there to hang the drapes. The children 
from The Sharon Country Day Camp under the direction of Mimi 
MacKenzie supplied the art work. Glen and Greg scrubbed and polished 
until the building shone. Town pride took over. 

Word begin to spread - tickets began to sell more rapidly. Finally the 
big night had arrived, by 6:00 P.M. all that could be done, was done. One 
hundred and thirty two tickets had been sold. 

Small dinner parties and cocktail parties dotted the town. 

Shortly before 9:00 P.M. the guests began to arrive. Alan Waterson was 
‘the doorman keeping charge of the surries under the portico. David 
Cocuzzo served as the Town Crier. Hostesses for the guest book were 
Marijean Carmone and Margaret Pitt. In the main ballroom lovely wenches, 
Kerry Sullivan, DeDe Rooks, Ellen Murrey, Lisa DiMusio, Ximena Oporto, 
Linda Sewell and Sue Thompson, kept the punchbowls flowing while the 
people danced and danced. Diane Heitan entertained us with folk music as 
our wandering minstrel. In the game room billiards and cards along with 
conversation were aplenty. Towards the end of the evening there was a 
patriotic Granch March, led by our town officials. Alan Parker took 
pictures for posterity. A Sharon Bicentennial Coin was given to each 
couple as a momento of the evening. 

The committee felt it was a magic night for all who came and well 
worth all the work that went into it. 

In October the Committee again assited the Sharon Chapter of the 
Road Runners Club by supplying manpower and Cannon Medals for 
prizes. 

A major event of the Bicentennial was the publication of a history of 
our town. This project in which all the manuscript material was written by 
volunteer residents began in November 1973 and culminated December 6, 
1976 with the publication and distribution of the book Sharon, 
Massachusetts - A History. Karl A. Gelpke, Chairman of the book 
committee and a member of the Bicentennial Committee lead the effort. 
The authors of the chapters of the book made up his committee. Sharon is 
celebrated for the volunteer efforts of its citizens and the following

Karl Gelpke also coordinated the typesetting, printing and binding 
operations which produced 1000 copies of our hard-bound, 370 page, 130 
picture history. A pre-publication sales program offering the book at cost 
for $8.95 and post-publication sales at $10.95 have resulted in the sale of 
839 copies as of February 1, 1977.

The town also appropriated $9161.72 for the publication of 100 copies 
of Sharon, Massachusetts - A History with the understanding that receipts 
from sales would be returned to the Town Treasury.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SHARON MILITIA 


December 14, 1975. On the birthday of Deborah Sampson we held a 
wreath laying ceremony at her grave in Rock Ridge Cemetery and assisted 
in opening exercises at Deborah Sampson Week. 

January 1976. Amid bitter cold and snow flurries, Captain Ed Roach, 
reenacting Captain Savels, started the new year’s activities by going with 
the Sharon Militia, to Framingham to take part in the General Knox Trail 
Parade through the city. The temperature was -4 when we arrived. This 
commerated the famous trek from Fort Ticonderoga to bring cannon 
through the snow by oxen to Dorchester Heights. 

January 30. Captain Roach and Doris Annis gave a talk and slide show 
of Militia activities and Colonial life for pupils at the Heights Elementary 
School. 

February 22. The Sharon Militia accepted an invitation from the 
Malden Minutemen to attend a Colonial Church Service. 

March 14. Billerica celebrated Thomas Ditson Day with an enacted 
Tarring and Feathering of a Thomas Ditson who went to Boston to 
purchase a musket and was caught by the British. We received a ribbon for 
our flag and collation. 

April 4. Methuen had their 250th anniversary parade. Over 5000 
persons watched the event which had 20 of Sharon’s Militia besides 2 
followers in their pretty colonial dresses. We all received commemorative 
coins and a streamer for our flag and collation. 

April 10. We again visited Bedford for their Liberty Pole Capping. 

April 19. We paraded in Arlington in the morning and after their 
collation we bussed (Cliff Jerauld’s) over to Lexington with our special 
pass to get us through to the parade. We were a tired group but we enjoyed 
the day and our streamer for the flag looked good. 

April 24. Braintree had a parade and a Muster at 1 P.M. Congressman 
Burke gave out the streamers for the flags and greeted each Captain and 
Company. 

Gordon Hawes attended the ceremonies of the Departure of General 
George Washington for New York. The next day the General traveling by 
the way of Bay Road, stopped at Cobb’s Tavern at 6 A.M. The present day 
Deborah Sampson and Militiaman Gordon Hawes were there to meet him 
after the Tavern Keeper, Chandler Jones, had greeted him. We were shown 
the rooms of the Tavern and Sharon’s first Post Office. 

May 16. Franklin’s 200th Anniversary Parade. 

May 22. Sharon Militia paraded in Reading’s 334th celebrations. The 
home town of Colonel John McCauley, Chairman of the Minuteman 
Council. 

May 23. We were asked again to assist at the Knollwood Cemetery in 
the Salute to Comrades. The Sharon Militia were the firing squad. 

May 30. The Sharon Militia held the Sharon Memorial Services for the 
Veterans by exercises at the Town Hall and later at the Legion Lot at 
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Rock Ridge Cemetery where the Roll of Honor was read and plants and 
flags were placed in memory of those who have passed on. Similar services 
were held at the Deborah Sampson Monument. As the Militia filed through 
the Cemtery they paused to fire a salute before the grave of Deborah 
Sampson. 

June 12. We paraded and fought in the reenacted Bunker Hill Battle, 
then known as Breed’s Hill. 

June 20. After the Assabet parade and another streamer for our 
guide-on we were grateful for our collation. 

June 26. The Sharon Militia marched in the Colonial Competition of 
the American Legion Parade in Springfield and for the second year in a 
row took 2nd prize. 

July 3. Randolph’s Night Before Parade was exciting and different. We 
marched up the Main Street amid thunder and lightning and short showers. 

July 4. Participated in Sharon’s own parade at 2 P.M. and then went to 
Braintree where the Militia joined many other for their night parade. 

July 5. After receiving permission from the Brigadier General of 
Vermont to carry our muskets in the Green Mountain State, the Militia 
and their families left Sharon by Cliff Jerauld’s bus at 6 A.M. for 
Randolph, Vermont to arrive for a 10 A.M. parade and Country Fair. A 
tired by well satisfied and elated Militia returned to Sharon that night. 

July 11. We went by train to Boston to participated in the Queen’s visit 
to Boston. We were in the Honor Guard Division and later paraded before 
the visitors. 

August 22. A very hot day but members of the Militia took part in 
Pembroke’s parade. 

September 18. The Canton Apple Festival and Battle took place at the 
Canton High School. After the Change of Command we all recieved coins 
and another streamer. 

September 26. Crown Resistance Day and Colonial Fair and parade at 
Acton was attended by the Sharon Militia. 

October 2. Members took part in the parade at Walpole for their 
Bi-Centennial, at 9 A.M. 

October 3. At Attleboro we joined the other Colonial groups and 
marched approximately 3 miles for Bi-Centennial Parade. 

October 11. In Southborough we thoroughly enjoyed our refreshments 
served at the Fish and Game after the Parade. 

October 17. The Sharon Militia journeyed to Taunton for their Liberty 
and Union Day Parade. 

October 16. The Sharon Militia held their Annual Supper and Drum 
Head Election. Slides were shown of events attended by the Militia. 
Among the Honored Guests were Chandler Jones, Chairman of the Sharon 
Bicentennial Committee, Dorothy Porter, secretary, Jackie Connors, Mrs. 
Helen Harriman, Mrs. Cartwright, Mr. and Mrs. Sid Morgan and members 
of the Militiamen’s families. 

December 3. Several members dressed as Colonials enjoyed the Billerica 
Yule Ball.

Legislation to implement the Norfolk County Solid Waste Management 
Master Plan that was pocket vetoed by the Governor at the end of 1975 
was reintroduced as Senate 176 for the 1976 session of the Legislature. 
Again, the Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board, of which Sharon is a 
member, appeared before the Joint Commitee on Counties on February 9, 
1976 urging the passage of the legislation so that the County plan could be 
implemented. This time the bill did not come out of committee and any 
hope of success for the County plan seems slim indeed. 

In the meantime the 128 West Refuse Recovery Council, composed of 
23 cities and town extending along route 128 from Wilmington on the 
north to Wellesley on the south, have invited our Board to join forces with 
them. At our April 28, 1976 meeting in Walpole we invited David Jackson, 
Chairman of the 128 West group and Alden E. Cousins, Director of the 
State Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal to explain their program to us. 

They explained that the State is providing secretarial, technical and 
other services in connection with obtaining bids and letting a contract to 
private industry for a solid waste resource recovery facility. It is quite clear 
that to make progress on a regional basis it is expeidient to follow the 
recommendations of the State and therefore our committee recommended 
to the Board of Selectmen that we join the 128 West group. On June 1, 
1976 Sharon joined the 128 West Resource Recovery Council and 
Chandler W. Jones was appointed as representative with Edward Welch as 
alternate. 

A technical committee of the council is in the process of selecting a 
suitable site for a processing plant from a number of sites that have been 
recommended by the participating towns. It is expted that within the next 
year a detailed plan will be ready for approval by the towns involved. 

George E. Donovan, a member of our committee since its beginning and 
now town moderator, resigned during the year and appointed Jack 
Gusman in his place.

“If to do were as easy as to know what weregoodto do, chapels had 
been churches and poor men’s cottages prince’s palaces,’ described the 
goals of mankind in Shakespeare’s time when clerics and poor men at least 
could agree amongst peers on a preferred alternative future. The future of 
the Metropolitan Boston region can only be guessed and alternatives can 
be achieved only if concensus can be reached among the many decision 
makers that influence such things. 

Upon my surprise election to the presidency of this Advisory Council 
of 101 governments in April, I cited the economist Barbara Ward’s 
“habitat” conference words, “I am optimistic about solving the problems 
that today’s world is facing, in part, because of the remarkable number of 
alternative answers that are beginning to be offered.” The hope was then 
expressed that this great and somewhat ungainly region could also develop 
a wide range of alternatives with which to deal with our futurethroughthe 
MAPC., 


The Council has, since April, regrouped and re-evaluated its policies. It 
is no longer seeking legislative approval of a middle level of government to 
provide regional services in the place of the MBTA and MDC and is, 
instead, focussing on planning considerations and data bases whose levels 
are sub-regional where communities can focus on problems which have an 
immediate effect. 

Subregions, of which there are from six to eight in the MAPC area, are 
far more manageable than a region of over three million people in 1,400 
square miles. Communities which are trying to manage their own futures 
can work with neighbors and thus more accurately predict growth 
development, social needs, and costs of government. It is reasonable to 
expect that such a community will be far better able to evaluate local, 
state, federal, and private programs which affect their subregions and 
hence their communities. 

The MAPC’s major thrusts continue to be governmed by Federal 
construction programs and objectives and to a much lesser degree than by 
expressions of local concern. Of its $4 million budget, less than $500,000 
is raised locally through a cherry sheet deducation of 13.3¢ per capita in 
fiscal ‘77. The remaining budget comes from a $2.3 million two-year EPA 
grant under §.208 of P.L. 94-250 and more than $2 million in Federal 
Highway and Urban Mass. Transportation grants (largely to the Central 
Transportation Planning Staff of MAPC, whose policy determinations are 
shared by MAPC and State Transportation Agencies). HUD provides nearly 
$200,000 which is largely devoted to comprehensive planning and relates 
many land use factors to transportation, natural resources, housing and 
community services, energy resources and employment. 

Ch. 808 of the Acts of 1976, the Local Growth Policy Act, enacted by 
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the Legislature early in 1976 provided an unexpected dividend as well as 
expense for the MAPC. Because the Act created Local Growth Policy 
committees like Sharon’s throughout the region which would identify 
growth options, problem areas and local concerns with government, the 
MAPC found itself in the process of a rich lode of data to mine. 
Communication with Local Growth Policy committees was developed 
through a series of six sub-regional hearings, one of which was held at 
Walpole, encompassing the southwest region of which Sharon is a part. 
Many MAPC goals and assumptions were challenged at these hearings. 

In Sharon, MAPC assisted the Conservation Commission in an open- 
space problem involving development around Mann’s Pond. In mid-year, 
the 208 Water Quality Staff met with representatives of the Conservation 
Commission, Selectmen, Planning Board, and Lake Management Commit- 
tees to discuss local objectives for maintenance and improvement of water 
quality in the Town’s lakes and streams. Reviews of projects for which 
Federal or State funding was requested provided an opportunity for the 
Town to express its view throug the Selectmen and the Transportation 
Board of the Southwest Corridor plans for the MBTA as well as 
corroboration of local requests for monies under the Economic Develop- 
ment Act and School Building Assistance Fund. 

On January 4, 1977, the MAPC’s Executive Committee appointed Ms. 
Carla Johnston, former MBTA Advisory Board Budget Director, as its new 
Executive Director. Her special combination of managerial and advocacy 
planning experience will be an asset in setting new directions for the 
Council.

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BALLOT QUESTION NO. 1 - ‘TOWN ELECTION 


Position of Board of Selectmen 


At the end of the ballot for the election of town officers on Tuesday, 
April 5, 1977, there will be a referendum question. Question No. 1 is placed 
for the voters of the Town of Sharon to decide whether or not future police 
officers shall be exempt from civil service law. 


The Board of Selectmen recommends a yes vote on this question. 


At the 1976 Annual Town Meeting, under Article 40, the Town Meeting voted 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the state legislature to enact 
special legislation, effective on passage, that future members of the Police 
Department not be subject to the civil service law. 


Subsequently, on June 24, 1976, Chapter 209 of the Acts of 1976 was ap- 
proved and adopted. The Act was amended in the legislature to allow for "hame 
rule" by providing for the question to be put once more to the voters in the 
form of a referendum question as it appears on the ballot for the town election. 


Most all voters have been aware of the many problems involving the State 
Civil Service besetting the towns. No permanent police appointments have been 
made in Sharon, and the lack of confidence in the Civil Service Commission has 
been widespread. Court rulings have been made taking away fram the local appoint- 
ing authorities the right and ability to make appointments in the best interest 
of the towns. In addition, the right and ability of the towns to administer and 
Manage departments under civil service have been thwarted and greatly restricted 
as a result of decisions and rulings of the Civil Service Commission. 


To continue to have police appointments subject to Civil Service is not in 
the best interest of the Town of Sharon. Many other towns have taken the same 
action we hope to take. Presently, most towns in the state are not subject to 
Civil Service laws. When the Town of Sharon voted in 1935 to place the Police 
Department under the Civil Service Commission it was a viable system and a good 
decision. Today it is of the utmost importance to remove this insensitive and 
bureaucratic roadblock to hame rule. 


The attached chart was set up and organized so that a valid comparison can 
be made between what Civil Service offers us at present and what we hope to gain 
by establishing our own standards for the selection of police officers. We urge 
you to look over the chart and on election day, Tuesday, April 5, cast your vote 
for the Town.

The Capital Outlay Committee was created by the voters at 

1969 Annual Town Meeting but was inactive in the early 1970's. 
Recently the level of debt repayment decreased sharply as 
school and fiscal cycle loans were paid off. This provided 
new opportunity for capital outlay programs to meet the other 
urgent needs of the Town. For that reason the Board of 
Selectmen reactivated the Committee in early 1976. 


A. The Role of the Committee is: 


1. Collect and organize data bearing on capital outlay 
projects. 

2. Identify the impact of projects on each other, on 
Town services, and on the taxes which must fund 
them. 

3. Facilitate the decision making process in Town Gov- 
ernment. Insure that appropriate individuals and 
groups consult each other. Help provide informa- 
tion needed for decision making. 

4. Prepare a Capital Outlay Plan and make recommenda- 
tions on its implementation. 

5. Review the capital outlay 5 year plan annually and 
make appropriate changes. 


B. Summary of Growth Projections 


The initial activities of the committee were spent in 
developing growth projections to serve as a basis for 
making decisions on capital expenditures. The details 
appear later in this report. The significant conclusions 
are: 


1. Sharon's yearly population growth slowed from 24% in 
the 1960's to 1% in the 1970's. At this rate our 
population will increase from 13,600 in 1976 to 
about 14,500 in 1982. 

2. The school age population has been decreasing at a 
little more than 1% per year and is expected to 
continue that trend at least until 1982. 

3. The growth in assessed valuations of all property 
has slowed from about a 44% yearly rate in the 
1960's to 3% in the 1970's. Valuation was 
$140,000,000 in 1976 and is projected at 
$166,000,000 in 1982.

D. Summary of "Wish List'' Capital Outlay Plan for 1978-1982 


In the course of its efforts, the committee realized the 
need for a major study of Town building space needs. 
Without such a study, it could not meet its objective of 
a Capital Outlay Plan that it could recommend before the 
1977 Annual Town Meeting. Rather than omit any planning 
from its report, the Committee chose to develop a "Wish 
List,'' which includes all suggested capital projects thru 
1982. This information may help you make decisions at 
the 1977 Town Meeting. The "Wish List'' contains infor- 
mation about projects that may be discussed in the future. 


The main points of the "Wish List" are: 


1. The annual effect of capital items on past tax 


rates since 1970 has been about. . ok $7 
2. Surprisingly, the "Wish List" through 1982

During the early activities of reviewing requests for 
capital projects we asked ourselves a key question, 
"What information is needed to make judgements?"

-- Population concentration shifts 

-- Number of single residences projection 
-- Water consumption trends 


We called this information Primary Planning Data and set 
about developing it from records of past years and from 
judgements of future trends. This data will be updated 
annually and corresponding changes will be made to the 
capitaleaplan: 


The data is presented in two sections. The first (I) is 

a series of charts and tables with statistical informa- 
tion, containing both past records and future projections. 
The second (II) is a survey as proposed of policies, needs, 
and developments which have come under discussion in recent 
years. 


H. Financial information
